T Here will be four Eclipſes of the rwo Lumwaries this Year, 
j, t, ewo of the Moen, and as many of the Sm. Yet 4rgol 
ſays there will be but three, bur I douhr he 1s miſtaken. 

The firſt is of the Moon, January the firſt, a little before Noor), * 
and therefore inviſible at London and in England. 

The ſecond is of the Sun, June then 12h, at 35 minutes paſt 
Three in the Afrernoon, and may be ſeen ar London, &c. it the 
Air be clear, and you will cake the pains to obſerve ir. 

The third is of the Moon, Pune the 24th, ar 2 minares paſt One 
in the Morning, therefore viſible at Loydon and in England, if 
the Air be clear. | 

The fourth js of the Sur, at 45 minutes paſt Four of the 
Clock in the Evening, December the 6th, and carmot be ſeen either 
at London or in any parzof England. The firſt will be the greateſt 
of the Moon's Ecligſes, tho inviſible : and the laſt will be the 
greateſt of the Sun's, and indeed this muſt be a very great onehe- 
cauſe it falls exa&ly in the Norih Node, eſpecially cthete where it 
falls in their Meridian, or near ir. 

The firſt Ecipſ: falls in S, near the Cuſp of the fourth Houſe, 
bur of rhe tenth ro cur Artipodes : rhis gives'many ard mremperate 
Rains, faith Meſſahal 3 and Diſcaſes ro Women, {aich Proctus. 

The ſecond falls in 2 deg. of &, and is bur ſmall, ar which 
rme both Sz and M02 arc in exact (almoſt) £ ro H. This 
Eclipſe 1 am afraid will give a very trouh'eſome ſorc of Wearher, 
both wer and windy 3 nay, and co!d roo, the Seaſon confidered, 
and that becauſe it 1s the Opiyon of Cardax and Myſſahala, be- 
fide my own Reaſon and Judgment, which alſ2 leads me to 
think there may be a Mortality among the common ſort. 

The third is in 15 deg. of Vw, and I am afraid will'thime 
to the ſame rune of the r; bur becauſe neither of them 
are great nor remarka!-le-for the Digits eclipſed; :fo I hope rhe 
Ette&s thence enlutngrandgo be expected, will be the lefFinju- 
rious ro Mznkind, and thoſe things intended for his Uſe:ard

HE Learned Kepler, in kis Definition of an AſpeR, hath pur 

it our of doubr, that we ought to take notice of no other 
Aſpe&s bur choſe thar make their Angles ar the Earth, when he 
ſays, Aſpefius eſt Angnlrzs a Raduis Luminoſis binorum Planttarun, 
apud Terram formats ifficax ad ſflimulandum natrram ſublunaven. 
Now by this apud terram formatics we may fee thar he hath cur off 
the prerence of Helioceutrick Aſpefts, becauſe in thoſe the Angle is 
made at the Sr, and is no doubr very powerful to thoſe that im- 
habir char Body of Fire, if any ſuch there be, For it Aſpects 
(an&chence DireQions) have any Farce, or produce any EffeR, 
as we fay they do, in Human Bodies, Alterarions of the Air, and 
Mundane Affairs, chen ir muſt be-from the AſpeR, but more 
eſpecially from its Geocertrical Angle, becauſe thar makes it fo, 
which doth indeed give Life and Power to irs Name and Form, 
And therefore Sir Cbri/top., Heydon, ſperking of theſe things, favs, 
Thus ſavoureth nothing of Matter, but bath only Confaeration of For'n, 
not ſo mach veſpefling the [ircigit Bears of Light that flow from every 
Star, as valuing and t{teeming bow their Beams meet at the Karth 
between ws and their Light. And a lice afterhe ſays, Which kind 
of Operation, if the Stars are ſwift inmotion, # in 2 manner but no- 
mentary ; for that the Geomitrical Avgle being changed nts another 
Angle that is improportionable and improper. Immediately, or nat 
long aftir, this Efficacy alfo ceaſeth, tho-the Light of the Stay at that 
time chance to increaſe.
